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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
neither discloses nor makes obvious an apparatus having a reciprocating piston, a drive 
means and a cylinder as claimed including a sensor means in communication with the 
cylinder for sensing contact of the piston and a control means interconnecting the 
sensor means and the drive means, the control means is adapted to receive the contact 
signal as a sole input signal and generate a control signal to the drive means to adjust 
reciprocating movement of the piston. 

Prior art references, such as the previously cited Yang reference and the newly 
cited Unger et a! reference, which disclose a linear reciprocating piston device with a 
collision sensor disclose the motor controller having multiple inputs and feed back 
parameters. Removing the additional inputs and controls would detrimentally effect the 
operation of the devices and there is no reason to do so. Other prior art devices, such 
as Matsumura, Lilie et al and Schwarz et al disclose apparatus with piston position 
sensors. In these devices the sensing and control is specifically designed to avoid any 
piston/cylinder contact. Therefore it would not be obvious to modify these devices with 
collision sensor devices and controls.
